If anything farther had been needed 
to make the horror stricken crowd at- 
tribute the crime to the White C h t ^ l 
fiend it was found on a card pinned to 
the unfortnnate woman's body by the 
blade of a small pen knife. The card 
bore this inscription: "Jack the Hip- 
per. " "Fourteen more then I quit." 


Of course a diligent search was made 
for the murderer but he was not found. 


Two more bodies, similarly mutilated, 
were found a few days after thediisoov- 
ery of the first murder. 
The murderer 
haa eluded the authorities, and the sail^ 
ors expect to learn of farther atrocities 
on their return.

XAJtTBQUAKXa AJfit AHJMALB. 
Very fortunately for mankind, the re- 
gions of the earth usually visited by 
earthquakes are sparsely populated, 
and when one of these shocks does 
vidt a densely populated region, the 
damage is comparatively slight. 
This 
is very fortunate, since there is nothing 
more terrifying than an earthquake. 
We'are used to considering the earth 
as solidity personified, and when the 
earth trembles, all hope seems gone. 
It 
is said that residents of earthquake re- 
gions never get used to the shocks; each 
visitation is just as terrifying as the one 
that has gone before. 


This is equally trae in referenoe to 
dogs, horses, cattle, and other domestic 
animals, which soon get used to the 
most violent thunder-storms. 
Fish also 
are frequently affected. In the London 
earthquake of 1749, roach and other 
fish in a canal showed evident signs of 
confusion and fright, and sometimes, 
after an earthquake, fish rise to the sur- 
face dead and dying. 


During the Tokio earthquake of 1880, 
oats inside a I house ran about trying to 
esoape, foxes barked, and horses tried 
to kick down the boards confining them 
to their stables. The same phenomena 
were exhibited during the Charleston 
aacthquake in 1886. 


Mcce intereating than theae are the 
obaervationa ahowing that animals are 
agitated just before an earthquake. 
Ponies hava been known to prance 
about their stalls, pheasants to scream, 
and froga to oease croaking auddenly a 
little time before the shook, as if aware 
of its coming.

It 
it said that residents of earthquake re- 
gions never get used to thn shock* ; each 
visitation is just as terrifying as the ona 


tut has gone before. 
This is equally true in reference to 
ogs, horses, cattle, and other domestic 
animals, which soon get used to the 
most violent thunder-storms. Fish alao 
re frequently affected. In the London 
earthquake of 1749, roach and other 
fish in a canal showed evident signs of 
confusion and fright, and sometimes, 
after an earthquake, fish rise to the anr- 
toe dead and dying.

Ponies nave been known to prance 
about their stalls, pheasants to soream. 
and frogs to oease croaking suddenly a 
little time before the shook, as if aware 
of its coming. The Japanese nay that 
moles show their agitation by barrow- 
ing. Geese, pigs, and dogs seem more 
sensitive in vthu raspeot than other 
animals. 


Many birds are said to show their un- 


easiness before an earthquake by hiding 


laving in an unusual manner. 


At the time of the Oalabrian shock 


little fish like sand-eels (Cirricelli), 
which are usually burried in the sand, 
came to the top and worn caught in
